Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites "as is". The meaning of this limitation is unclear. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 9 and 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 



JP 1 1-20649 discloses all the limitations of the instant claims including; wheel 
speed detecting means (figure 3), road surface mu slope estimating means for, on the 
basis of the detected wheel speeds, estimating for respective wheels slopes of a

coefficient of friction mu between the wheels and a road surface as road surface mu 
slopes, and control means for distributing braking forces to the respective wheels by 
controlling the braking force of each wheel (see column 10). 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over JP 11-20649. 

JP 1 1-20649 discloses all the limitations of the instant claims with exception to a 
brake operation amount detecting sensor which detects a braking operation amount of a 
driver. JP 1 1-20649 suggests using the road surface detection means in vehicle 
stability control, abs, traction control and similar braking systems. Brake-by-wire 
systems are well known in the art and utilize operation amount detection sensors to 
determine target braking. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to utilize the road surface detection means of JP 1 1- 
20649 in conjunction with a brake-by-wire system to accurately account for road 
conditions, thereby increasing the safety of the brake system. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Double Patenting 
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Claim 1 rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6377885. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because while the language is slightly different, both claims are directed at the same 
subject matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-3, 5-8, and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Sugai et al, and Ono et al. All show braking systems.
